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RELATITB   TO 
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The  Origin  of  First  Fruits  and  Tenths. 

IN  giving  an  account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Cor-  ^*  jL^'"{** 
poration  of  the  Governors  of  the  Bounty  of  Queen 
Anne,  for  the  augmentation  of  the  maintenance  of  the 
poor  Clergy,  it  seems  necessary  to  advert  to  the  his- 
tory of  the  First  Fruits  and  Tenths  of  Spiritual  Prefer- 
ments in  this  kingdom,  because  the. revenue  hence 
arising,  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  Crown,  was, 
on  the  establishment  of  the  Corporation  by  Queen 
Anne,  granted  to  the  Governors;  as  the  fund  with 
which  they  were  to  effect  her  Majesty's  pious  inten- 
tions. 

A  short  account  will  be  sufficient  to  shew  the  na-  short  Ac- 
ture  and  origin  of  the  First  Fruits  and  Tenths  as  im-  ^he  Nature 
posed  upon  the  Clergy  by  the  See  of  Rome,  claiming  o^fhem*'" 
the  disposal  of  ecclesiastical  livings  within  Christen-  P'opoted. 
dom ;  as  also  to  record  the  subsequent  annexation 
thereof  to  the  Crown  of  England,  and  the  ultimate 
appropriation  of  them  to  the  augmentation  of  small 
livings. 
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froro*Coiiy-  Collyer,  in  his  E^cclesiastical  History  in  Henry  the 
MtifaTHuI  Third's  Reign,  (A.D.  1229,)  gives  the  following  parti- 
tory.  culars  : — "  The  Pope  having  gratified  the  King  in  an 

Archbishop,  sent  one  Stephen,  his  Nuncio,  into  Eng- 
land, to  move  farther  for  the  grant  of  the  Tenths. 
The  King  being  acquainted  with  his  business,  sum- 
moned a  Parliament  to  Westminster ;  where,  besides 
the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  those  who  held  of 
the  King  in   capite  made  part  of  the  session.     The 
deroamuf*  Nuncio  read  the  Pope's  letters  in  Parliament,  and 
insisted  upon  a  tenth  of  their  moveables  to  carry  on 
the  war  against  the  Emperor.     The  King  being  pre- 
engaged  by  his  promise,  was  silent  upon  the  demand. 
The  temporal   Barons  gave  a  positive   denial ;    the 
Bishops  desired  three  or  four  days  to  consider  the 
matter,  but  wanting  resolution  to  stand  the  Pope's 
Agsented     ccusurcs,   they  gave  their  consent.      The  Nuncio's 
business  being  thus  far  effected,  he  produced  an  au- 
thority from  the  Pope  to  collect  the  tax.     And  here 
he  had  particulfir  instructions  to  inquire  into  the  ut- 
most value,  and  assess  the  subject  accordingly.     And 
in  case  the  collectors  met  with  any  opposition,  they 
were  to  proceed  to  ihe  censures  of  excommunication 
and  the  interdict.     And  because  the  Pope  wanted  a 
present  supply  against  the  Emperor,  the  prelates  were 
compelled  to  furnish  the  money  before  hand,  with  a 
promise  of  being  reimbursed  when  the  tax  was  paid 
rigJIrwilS"'  ^^'     ^"  short,  the  rigour  was  such,  that  the  Clergy 
enforced,     ^ere  forced  to  pawn  and  sell  the  church  plate,  and 
take  up  money  at  interest  of  Italian  merchants.     And 
thus   the  kingdom  was   miserably  exhausted  of  its 
treasure:  there  being  none  but  Ralph  Earl  of  Chester, 
who  had  the  courage  to  oppose  the  encroach  ment,""  . 
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And  the  same  author^  in  that  part  of  his  History  Pint  Fruits 
which  relates  to  the  reign  of  King  Edward  the  Firsts  tbe  Pope'i 
(A.  D.  1307,)  states — "  and  to  gratify  his  Holiness  far- 
ther, he  allows  his  Nuncio,  as  far  as  in  him  lies,  to 
collect  the  First  Fruits  of  vacant  benefices,  either  with 
or  without  cure,  for  the  term  required  by  his  Holiness, 
(that  is  for  three  years,)  the  prohibitions  made  in  Par- 
liament  notwithstanding;  upon  condition  however  that 
they  do  not  collect  any  of  the  revenues  of  the  vacant 
Monasteries  for  the  Pope's  use.  I'hey  were  likewise 
enjoined  not  to  transport  any  of  the  money,  collected 
in  specie,  but  only  remit  it  by  bills  of  exchange.  Upon 
this  occasion  it  may  not  be  improper  to  say  something 
concernin&r  the  import  and  orignnal  of  First  Fruits  or  Orig^in  of 
Annates.  By  the  term  we  are  to  understand  a  year's 
revenue,  or  tax  upon  the  revenue  of  the  first  year  of  a 
vacant  benefice.  As  to  the  time  when  this  practice 
began,  it  is  observed  that  ever  since  the  twelfth  cen- 
tury, some  Bishops  or  Abbots  have  either  by  custom 
or  particular  privilege  received  Annates  of  the  bene- 
fices belonging  to  their  patronage  or  jurisdiction. 
Thus,  in  the  year  1126,  Peter,  Bishop  of  Beauvois, 
gave  the  canons  regular  of  the  church  of  St.  Quintin, 
the  Annates  of  all  the  prebends  of  his  cathedral.  The 
same  grant  was  made  in  the  same  century  to  the  ca- 
nons regular  of  the  abbey  of  St  Victor,  by  the  Bishop 
and  Chapter  of  Notre  Dame  at  Paris.  As  to  the  pay- 
ments of  Annates  to  the  Pope,  we  find  by  the  remon- 
strance at  Carlisle,  it  was  altogether  new  and  unprece- 
dented. But  the  Court*  of  Rome,  which  was  almost 
always  gaining  upon  the  liberties  of  the  Church,  sel- 
dom gave  over  any  project  of  interest.     Thus  Pope  ^^^  *® 

John  XXn.  secured  the  Annates  of  all  vacant  bene-  of  Rome. 
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fices  for  three  years  together,  bishopricks  and  abbeys 
only  excepted.     This  was  going  upon  the  precedent  of 
Clement  V.  (already  mentioned.)     The  successors  of 
John  improved  this  advantage  into  a  standing  claim, 
and  likewise  hooked  the  Bishops  and  Abbots  into  the 
common  servitude.    Platina  reports  that  Boniface  IX. 
set  this  custom  on  foot,  but  then  he  was  so  favourable 
as  not  to  charge  the  Annates  any  deeper  than  half  the 
TbePky.     revenue  of  the  first  year.     The  payment  of  Annates 
First  Fruits  has  been  all  along  grudged  the  Pope,  and  was  warmly 
contested  in  the  Council  of  Constance  in  1414*  Neither 
could  the  Court  of  Rome  carry  their  point  there,  be- 
cause the  delegates  of  the  French  nation  stood  stiffly 
against  this  exaction.     The  Council  of  Basil  likewise, 
held  in  143 1>  forbad  the  payment  of  Annates  by  a 
decree  of  the  l2th  session*  But  then^  at  the  same  time, 
they  ordered  that  the  Pope  should  have  a  reasonable 
aid  granted,  to  put  him  in  a  condition  to  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  Church,  and  support  the  Cardinals.  The 
Council  of  Bourges,  in  1438,  approved  the  decree  of 
the  Synod  of  Basil  against  this  payment.     To  which 
we  might  add  it*s  being  forbidden  and  put  down  by 
Bat  conti-    gevcral  edicts  of  the  French  king.   As  to  England^  the

century.  The  First  Fruits,  Primitiae,  or  Annates, 
were  the  first  year's  whole  profits  of  the  spiritual  pre- 
ferments, according  to  a  rate  or  valor  made  under  the 
direction  of  Pope  Innocent  IV.  by  Walter,  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  in  38th  Henry  III.  and  afterwards  advanced 
in  value  by  commission  from  Pope  Nicholas  III. 
A.D.  1292,  20  Edward  I.  [Blackstone*s  Commenta- 
ries, vol.  1,  page  284,]  which  valuation  of  Pope  Ni- 
cholas is  still  preserved  in  the  Exchequer."     [3  Inst.

"  In  the  34th  Edward  I.  at  a  Parliament  held  at  CompUinu 
Carlisle,  great  complaint  was  made  of  intolerable  op-  mentoftiM 
pressions  of  Churches  and  Monasteries,  by  William  caated  by 
Testa  (called  Mala  Testa)  and  the  legate  of  the  Pope,  tulor^* 
and  principally  concerning  First  Fruits ;  at  which  Par-    "*   "* 
liament  the  King,  by  the  assent  of  his  Barons,  denied 
the  payment  of  First  Fruits  of  Spiritual  promotions 
within  England,  which  were  founded  by  his  proge- 
nitors and  the  nobles  and  others  of  the  realm,  for  the 
service  of  God,  alms,  and  hospitality.

"  In  truth,  this  tribute  or  revenue  of  First  Fruits 
was  gradually  by  little  and  little  imposed  by  the  Bishop 
of  Rome,  on  such  vacant  benefices  as  himself  conferred 
and  bestowed  ;  and  this  was  often  complained  of  as  a 
very  great  grievance;  so  that  in  the  Council  at  Vienna, 
Clement  V.  who  was  made  Pope  in  the  year  1305, 
forbad  the  receiving  thereof,  and  ordered  the  same  to 
be  laid  aside,  and  that  the  twentieth  part  of  the  sacer- 
dotal revenues  should,  instead  thereof,  be  annually 
paid  to  the  Bishop  of  Rotxke ;  but  ^his  not  taking  effect, 
the  Pope  so  retained  the  said  Annates  to  his  exche- 
quer, as  that  it  long  remained  one  of  the  most  consi- 
derable parts  of  bis  revenue."     [God,  Rep.  337.]

"  The  Tenths  the  Pope  (after  the  example  of  the 
High  Priest  among  the  Jews,  who  had  of  the  Levites  a 
tenth  part  of  the  tithes)  claimed  as  due  to  himself  by 
divine  right  And  this  portion  or  tribute  was  by 
ordinance  yielded  to  the  Pope  in  the  20th  Edward  I. 
and  a  valuation  then  made  of  the  ecclesiastical  livings 
within  this  realm,  to  the  end  the  Pope  might  know 
and  be  answered  of  that  yearly  revenue;  so  as  that  the 
ecclesiastical  livings  chargeable  with  the  Tenth  (which 
was  called  spiritual)  to  the  Pope,  were  not  chargeable 
with  the  temporal  Tenths  or  Fifteenths  granted  to  the 
King  in  parliament,  lest  they  should  be  doubly  charged; 
but  their  possessions,  acquired  after  that  taxation,  were 
liable  to  the  temporal  Tenths  or  Fifteenths,  because 
they  were  not  charged  to  the  other.     So  as  the  Tenths 
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of  ecclesiastical  livings  were  tiot  yielded  to  the  Pope 
de  jure  after  the  example  of  the  High  Priest  among 
the  Jews^  for  then  he  should  have  had  the  Tenths  of 
all  ecclesiastical  livings  whensoever  they  were  ac- 
quired ;  but  he  contented  himself  with  what  he  had 
got,  and  never  claimed  more:  and  that  he  might  the 
better  keep  and  enjoy  that  which  he  had  got,  the  Popes 
did  often  after  grant  the  same  for  certain  terms  to  Jften^tn^ 
divers  of  the  Kings  of  England,  as  by  our  historians  I'^J^l^ 
doth  appear"     [3  Inst.  637.  628.]  the  Pope.

The  claim  of  the  Pope  to  this  revenue,  met  from  The  Pint 
time  to  time  with  a  vigorous  resistance  from  the  Eng-  Tenths 
lish  Parliament,  and  a  variety  of  acts  were  passed  to  p^'pe%i  ^ 
prevent  and  restrain  it,  particularly  the  statute  6th  tioVofthe 
Henry  IV.     But  the  Popish  Clergy,  devoted  to  the  f*f„**£?^ 
will  of  a  foreign  master,  still  kept  it  on  foot;  sometimes  ^^^^' 
more  secretly,  at  other  times  more  openly  and  avow- 
edly, so  that  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VHl.  it  was  com- 
puted that  in  the  compass  of  50  years,  800,000  ducats 
had  been  sent  to  Rome  for  First  Fruits  only.     Upon 
the  abolition  of  the  Papal  power  in  the  same  reign  it 
was  thought  proper,  as  the  Clergy  had  expressed  this 
willingness  to  contribute  so  much  of  their  income  to 
the  head  of  the  Church,  (which  the  King  was  then  ,

which  was  accordingly  effected  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  the  Crown, 
in  the  26th  of  Henry  VHI.  chap.  3,  intituled,"  An  Act  ^en%iu. 
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concerning  the  payment  of  First  Fruits  of  all  Dignities, 
Benefices,  and  Promotions  Spiritual,  and  also  con- 
cerning one  Annual  Pension  of  the  Tenth  part  of  all 
the  possessions  of  Xhe  Church,  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
granted  to  the  King's  Highness  and  his  Heirs.*' 
luation  Commissioners  were  appointed  by  this  Act  in  each

the  Clergy  have  ever  since  been,  and  at  the  present 
time  are  rated.  This  is  commonly  called  the  King's 
book,  and  a  transcript  of  it  is  given  in  Ecton's  The- 
saurus and  in  Bacon's  Liber  R^is.

QucenAnne  of  thc  Crowu  Until  the  rcigu  of  Queen  Anne,  when  her 
nent  Small  Majesty  piousIy  restored  them  to  the  Church,  not  in- 
deed by  remitting  them  entirely,  but,  in  a  spirit  of  the 
truest  equity,  by  applying  the  First  Fruits  and  Tenths 
arising  from  the  larger  benefices  to  make  up  in  some 
degree  the  deficiencies  of  the  smaller. 
Biiiiop  Bishop  Burnet,  as  appears  by  the  History  of  his 

recooimen-  Life,  pubHshcd  by  his  son,  had  recommended  to  King 
the  men-  William  and  Queen  Mary  the  appropriation  of  the 
former*  ^  ^  First  Fruits  and  Tenths  to  the  augmentations  of  small 

reign. 
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livings.  In  this  History  are  set  forth  two  memorials 
on  the  subject  which  the  Bishop  had  presented  to  the 
King^  in  the  years  l6g6  and  1697  ;  and  it  is  observed, 
that  the  Bishop  renewed  his  soh'citations  upon  this 
head  so  powerfully  in  the  year  170I,  that  nothing 
but  the  death  of  King  William  could  have  prevented 
it*s  then  taking  effect. 

The  same  Bishop,  in  his  History  of  his  own  Time,  Bishop^ 
treating  of  the  appropriation  by  Queen  Anne  of  the  account  of 
revenile  of  First  Fruits  and  Tenths  to  the  augmenta-  ouhl^^ 
lion  of  small  livings,  states  (amongst  other  things)  Hla^'^ntbi 
that,  "  During  the  session,  and  on  her  own  birth-day,  Jj^^I!**" 
which  was  the  6th*  of  February,  (1703-4,)  the  Queen 
sent  a  message  to  the  House  of  Commons,  signifying 
her  purpose  to  apply  that  branch  of  the  revenue  that 
was  raised  out  of  the  First  Fruits  and  Tenths  paid  by 
the  Clergy  to  the  increase  of  all  the  small  benefices  in 
the  nation.   This  branch  was  an  imposition  begun  by 
the  Popes,  in  the  time  of  the  holy  wars,  and  it  was 
raised  as  a  fund  to  support  those  expeditions ;    but 
when  taxes  are  once  raised  by  such  an  arbitrary  power 
as  the  Popes  then  assumed,  and  after  there  has  been  a 
submission,  and  the  payments  have  been  settled  into 
a  custom,  they  are  always  continued,  even  after  the 
pretence  upon  which  they  were  at  first  raised  subsists 
no  more ;  so  this  became  a  standing  branch  of  the 
Papal  revenue,  till  Henry  the  Eighth  seemed  resolved 
to  take  it  away.  It  was  at  first  abolished  for  a  year,  pro- 
bably to  draw  in  the  Clergy  to  consent  the  more  wil- 
lingly to  a  change  that  delivered  them  from  such  heavy 
impositions :  but  in  the  succeeding  session  of  Parlia- 
meqt  this  revenue  was  again  settled  as  part  of  the

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income  of  the  Crowii  for  ever,     k  is  true,  it  was  the 
more  easily  borne,  because  the  rates  were  still  at  the 
old  value,  and  the  Clergy  had  been  often  threatened 
with  a  new  valuation,  in  which  the  rates  should  be 
rigorously  set  to  their  full    extent.      The  Tenths 
amounted  to  about  11,000/.  a  year;   and  the  First 
Fruits,  which  were  more  casual,  rose  one  year  livith 
another  to  5,000/.  so  the  whole  amounted  to  between 
l6,000/.  and  1 7,000/.  a  year.    This  was  not  brought 
into  the  treasury  as  the  other  branches  of  the  revenue ; 
but  the  Bishops  who  had  been  the  Pope*s  collectors, 
were  now  the  King's,  so  persons  in  favour  obtained 
assignations  on  them  for  life  or  for  a  term  of  years :  this 
had  never  been  applied  to  any  good  use,  but  was  still 
obtained  by  favorites,  for  themselves  and  their  friends. 
When  I  wrote  the  History  of  the  Reformation  I  con- 
sidered this  matter  so  particularly,  that  I  saw  here  was 
a  proper  fund  for  providing  better  subsistence  to  the 
]K>or  Clergy,  we  having  among  us  some  hundreds  of 
cures  that  have  not,  of  certain  provision,  -20/.  a  year — 
and  some  thousands  that  have  not  50/.  I  had  possessed 
the  late  Queen  (Mary)  with  this,  so  that  she  was  fully 
resolved  if  ever  she  had  lived  to  see  peace  and  settle- 
ment, to  have  cleared  this  branch  of  the  revenue  of  all 
the  assignations  which  were  upon  it,  and  to  have  ap- 
plied it  to  the  augmentation  of  small  benefices; — this 
is   plainly   insinuated    in   the    Essay   that   I  wrote 
in  her  Memory,  some  time  after  her  death.     I  laid 
the  matter  before  the  late  King  (William)  when  there 
was    a   prospect    of   peace,*  as  a   proper  expression 
both  of  his  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  and  of  his 
care  of  the  Church ;  I  hoped  that  this  might  have 
gained  the  heads  of  the  Clergy  ;  it  might  at  least  have 
put  a  stop  to  a  groundless  clamour  raised  against  him,

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that  he  Mras  an  emeixiy  to  theCIet^^  which  began  then 
to  have  a  very  ill  (tSect  on  all  hi&  aflTaira.-  He  enter- 
tained thia  80  well,  that  he  ordered  tn^  to  speak  to  his 
ministers  about  it :  they  all  approved  it ;  the  Lord 
Somers  and  the  Lord  Halifax  did  it  in  a  Aiost  particular 
manner:  but  the  Earl  of  Sunderland  obtained  an  assig- 
nation  upon  two  dioceses,  for  2,000/.  a  year  for  two 
lives :  so  nothing  was^  to  be  hoped  -  for  after  that.  I 
laid  this  matter  very  fully  before  the  present  Queen  in 
the  King*s  time,  and  had  spoken  often  of  it  to  Lord 
Godolphin.  Upon  the  Queen- s  message,  a  Bill  was 
brought  in,  enabling  her  to  alienate  this  branch  of  the 
revenue,  and  to  '4ireate  a  Corporation  by  charter,  to 
apply  it  to  the  use  for  which  she  now  gave  it.  The 
Bishops  were  so  zealous  and  unanimous  for  the  Bill, 
that  it  was  carried  and  passed  into  a  law."  [Burnetts 
History  of  his  own  Time.] 

Cunningham,  in  his  History  of  Great  Britain,  vol.  L  JJj^*^^ 
page  41 7,  relates  that:  a  medal  was  this  year  struck  on  <>5c»>oii  of 
the  occasion  with  the  following  inscription :  irraut.

ticularly direct  the  application  thereof,  to  and  for  the 
increase  of  the  maintenance  of  Huch  parsons,  vicars, 
curates,  and  ministers  officiating  in  any  Church  or 
ehapel  within  the  kingdom  of  England,  dominion  of 
Wales,  or  town  of  Berwick  upon  Tweed,  where  the 
liturgy  and  rites  of  the  Church  of  England,  as  by  law 
established,  were  and  should  be  used  and  observed,  for 
whom  a  maintenance  was  not  ali^eady  sufficiently  pro* 
vided. 


The  Proceedings  of  the  Governors  on  the  Establish- 
ment of  the  Corporation. 

Having  shewn  in  what  manner  the  revenue  of  First 
Fruits  and  Tenths  became  vested  in  the  Governors  of 
Queen  Anne's  Bounty,  it  is  in  the  next  place  intended 
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to  point  out  the  early  proceedings  of  the  Governors  in 
carrying  into  effect  the  trusts  reposed  in  them. 

When  they  entered  upon  their  duty,  the  revenue  ThcGovcr-

which  had  been  granted  to  them  was  found  to  be  in-  the  rave. 
cambered  with  annuities  amounting  altogether  to  the  bered. 
sum  of  10^9501. :  and  with  arrears  of  such  annuities 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  21,000/i ;  the  Governors,  wbich 
therefore,  applied  their  funds  immediately  to  the  dis«  ceed«£To 
charge  of  the  arrears,  and  they  succeeded  in  redeeming  ^'•^*^'^«- 
certain  of  the  annuities. 

The  first  general  court  bolden  by  the  Governors  was  f  j"*,"Jj^*" 
at  the  Prince's  chamber  adjoining  to  the  House  of  Dec.  1704. 
Lords,  on  the  14th  December,  1704;  where,  in  a  full 
meeting,  the  said  letters  patent  were  read,  and  the  offi- 
cers appointed  by  the  same,  namely,  the  secretary  and 
treasurer  were  sworn,  and  the  Lord  Archbishop  of  Can-  ^^^^JJ^^j, 
terbury  was  desired  to  wait  on  the  Queen,  and  to  beg 
of  her  Majesty  the  use  of  the  new  buildings  joining  to 
the  Banquetting-house,  Whitehall,  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Governors,  and  for  offices  of  the  secretary,  trea- 
surer and  their  clerks ;  wbich  her  Majesty  was  gra- 
ciously pleased  to  grant,  and  further  to  give  directions, 
that  the  Lord  Chamberlain  would  furnish  those  rooms 
out  of  the  royal  wardrobe  for  that  purpose. 

The  next  general  court  was  accordingly  held  at  the  General 
said  buildings  on  the  11th  January,  1704;  and  on  Jan.  1704.

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for  ever — ^this  being  an  immediate  advantage  to  those 
poor  livings  before  any  augmentation  could  be  made ; 
to  which  her  Majesty  was  pleased  to  consent.  And 
such  a  Bill  being  brought  into  the  House  of  Commons 
was  passed  with  an  amendment  of  50/.  instead  of  40/.  By  Act  5ih 
The  Act  passed  5  and  6  Anne,  chap.

*^  In  obedience  to  your  Majesty's  commands  signi- 
fied to  us  at  a  general  Court,  holden  in  Whitehall  on 
the  1st  of  July,  I709,  by  his  Grace  the  Lord  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury ;  we,  the  Governors  of  your  Ma^ 
jesty's  Bounty  to  the  poor  Clergy,  humbly  beg  leave  to 
represent  to  your  Majesty,  that  after  having  made  an 
inquiry  into,  and  procured  an  exact  list  of  all  the  liv- 
ings in  England  and  Wales,  under  8o/.  per  annum, 
from  the  Lords  the  Bishops  of  the  respective  dioceses, 
pursuant  to  the  directions  of  your  Majesty^s  royalChar* 
ter,  granted  to  us,  and  laid  the  same  before  your  Ma- 
jesty ;  we  have  met  in  many  general  Courts,  and  Courts 
of  Committees,  to  consider  of,  consult,  advise,  agree 
upon,  and  draw  up  proper  and  necessary  rules,  me- 
thods, directions,  orders,  and  constitutions,  for  the  bet- 
ter rule  and  government  of  our  Corporation,  and  tor 
receiving,  accounting  for,  and  managing  all  the  reve- 
nues granted  by  your  Majesty  to  us,  and  for  the  distri- 
buting, paying  and  disposing  of  the  same,  &c. ;  and 
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that  having  prepared  and  agreed  upon  some  rules  here- 
unto annexed,  relating  to  the  distribution  of  your  Ma- 
jesty's said  bounty ;  we  humbly  beg  leave  to  lay  them 
before  you  for  your  Majesty's  royal  approbation. 

**  We  have  also  considered  of  the  state  of  the  reve- 
nue of  the  First  Fruits  and  Tenths^  which  your  Majesty 
has  been  most  graciously  pleased  to  vest  in  us  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  Clergy ;  the  state  of  which  revenue, 
soon  after  opening  our  commission,  appeared  thus : 

^'  The  First  Fruits  and  Tenths  computed  at  a  me- 
dium of  twenty  years,  do  amount  one  year  with  ano- 
ther to  about  17,000/.  per  annum;  but  we  found  the 
said  First  Fruits  and  Tenths  charged  with  grants  and 
pensions  (several  of  them  for  life)  to  the  value  of  about 
11,000/.  per  annum,  and  with  an  arrear  of  the  same, 
amounting  to  about  21,000/.;  all  which  arrear  we 
have  been  discharging  till  very  lately,  and  have  also 
bought  off  the  Lady  Waldegrave's  pension  of  1 OOO/.  per 
annum,  granted  unto  her  for  a  term  of  years ;  which, 
with  the  500/.  per  annum,  payable  to  the  late  Mr. 
Petyt,  (which  your  Majesty  was  graciously  pleased  to 
discharge,)  reduces  our  yearly  payments  to  9,500/.,  or 
thereabouts. 

^'  As  we  found  the  revenue  incumbered  with  the  afore- 
said grants,  and  arrears  thereof  on  the  one  hand,  so  we 
likewise  found  on  the  other,  that  there  was  a  very  great 
sum  of  money  due  from  the  Clergy,  and  their  prede- 
cessors, at  the  time  of  your  Majesty's  vesting  the  same 
in  this  Corporation ;  we  have,  therefore,  spent  tnuch 
time  in  our  inquiry  after  the  same,  and  in  distinguish- 
ing between  the  sperate  and  the  desperate  debts  of  the 
Clergy;  and  it  appeared  to  us,  that  almost  all  the  sums 

of  money  due  from  the  predecessors  of  the  present 

c  2 
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dignified  Clergy  and  incumbents  of  livings  were  of 
the  latter  sort. 

"  Wherefore  being  extremely  sensible^  how  heavy  the 
burden  of  the  said  debts  has  lain  upon  the  poor  Clergy, 
upon  the  account  of  which  many  persons  have  refused 
-  to  take  institutions  of  their  livings,  lest  they  should  be 
obnoxious  to  the  great  debts  contracted  by  several  pf 
their  predecessors,  and  thereby  ruin  themselves  and 
families;  and  we  being  no  less  sensible  how  great  the 
expectation  of  the  world  has  been  (ever  since  our  in- 
corporation,) and  especially  of  the  poor  Clergy,  to  see 
and  taste  some  of  the  happy  fruits  of  your  Majesty's 
unparalleled  Bounty  to  the  Church ;  we  thought  we 
could  not  better  consult  your  Majesty's  honor,  nor 
answer  the  ends  of  our  establishment  and  trust,  than 
by  finding  out  some  expedient  for  the  present  ease  and 
relief  of  the  poorest  of  the  Clergy ;  and  perceiving  that 
the  revenue,  and  the  debts  and  incumbrances  there- 
upon, bore  so  near  a  proportion  to  each  other,  that 
little  or  nothing  could  be  spared  from  thence  to  be 
distributed  among  the  incumbents  of  the  smallest  liv- 
ings, the  only  method  remaining  was  by  way  of  aug- 
mentation, to  discharge  all  livings  of  such  a  value,  from 
the  payment  of  First  Fruits  and  Tenths,  and  all  arrears 
thereof  for  ever;  and  accordingly  we  most  humbly  ap- 
plied for,  and  obtained  your  Majesty's  gracious  permis- 
sion, to  bring  into  Parliament  a  Bill  or  Bills,  for  the 
discharging  small  livings  from  the  payment  of  Tenths 
and  First  Fruits — and  this  hath  been  the  work  of  two 
or  three  winters  last  past ;  and  we  find  that  out  of  near 
10,000  benefices  in  England  and  Wales,  about  4,000 
are  now  discharged,  by  virtue  of  the  late  Acts  of  Par- 
liament made  for  that  purpose,  and  that  in  conse- 
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quence  of  the  said  discharge^  the  yearly  revenue  of 
Tenths  only,  which  before  did  amount  to  about 
12,500/.,  is  now  sunk  to  about  9,500/. ;  and  the  reve*. 
nue  of  First  Fruits  is  also  fallen  proportionably  to  the 
number  of  livings  returned  to  be  under  the  improved 
yearly  value  of  50/.  which  pay  First  Fruits : — and  to 
the  end  that  we  might  render  the  remaining  part  of 
your  Majesty's  Bounty  as  effectual  as  possible,  for  your 
most  gracious  purposes,  we  have  frequently  ordered 
prosecutions  in  your  Majesty's  Court  of  Exchequer 
against  all  persons  whatsoever  that  are  in  arrear  for 
their  First  Fruits  or-  Tenths,  and  several  are  now 
actually  under  prosecutions;  but  it  having  been  repre- 
sented to  us  by  the  oflSicers  of  your  Majesty's  Exche- 
quer, that  they  would  not  send  out  process  against  the 
incumbents  of  any  livings  till  they  had  distinguished,  by 
the  Bishops*  returns,  which  were  chargeable,  and  which 
not ;  nor  could  the  Bishops  execute  such  process  till 
new  books  of  Tenths  were  made,  and  new  rolls  of  liv- 
ings chargeable  with  Tenths  sent  down  to  them.  We 
desired  the  Barons  of  your  Majesty's  Exchequer,  to  give 
the  necessary  orders  to  the  officers  of  the  First  Fruits, 
to  prepare  a  new  book  of  Tenths,  which  has  been  the 
whole  business  of  the  last  year;  and  till  that  was  done, 
we  have  been  obliged  to  stop  process  against  all 
incumbents  of  livings  with  cure  of  souls;  but  we 
actually  prosecuted  and  recovered  several  sums  of 
money  from  several  Dignitaries  of  the  Church,  or 
their  executors. 

'^  We  have  also  from  time  to  time  received  several 
proposals  for  the  improving  and  rendering  more  effec- 
tual your  Majesty's  great  charity  to  the  Clergy,  and 
the  same  are  now  under  consideration  ;  but  upon  this 
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occasion  we  humbly  beg  leave  to  represent  to  ycMur 
Majesty,  that  the  obligation  we  lie  under  by  our  con- 
stitution of  holding  no  Court  without  the  assistance  of 
a  Bishop,  a  Privy  Counsellor,  and  a  Judge;  or  Queen's 
Council,  has  so  often  put  a  stop  to  our  doing  any  bufli- 
ness;  either  in  winter,  when  your  Majesty's  service  in 
Parliament,  Councils^  or  Courts  of  Justice,  requires 
their  attendance ;  or  in  summer,  when  the  Lords  the

to  augment  according  to  the  said  scale  all  livings  enti- 
tled thereto,  and  which,  for  whatever  reason,  have  been 
omitted  to  be  brought  under  their  consideration.  They 
have  not  yet  proceeded  to  augment  on  account  of  popu- 
lation livings  above  the  annual  value  of  150/.,  nor  where 
the  number  of  inhabitants  is  less  than  500,  for  want  of 
funds,  though  warranted  by  the  before-mentioned  rule  of 
the  14th  day  of  June,  1820,  so  to  augment  livings  not 
'  exceeding  200/.  per  annum,  the  poputatian  of  which 
amounts  to  or  exceeds  300  persons. 

It  has  been  objected  to  the  proc^^^iif^t^s  of  the  Go- 
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vernors  by  those  who  appear  to  have  been  but  little  observa- 
acquainted  with  them^  that  their  augmentations  have  modJ'of 
been  altogether  by  lot^  and  that  no  preference  has  been  unffUvinp 
given  to  livings  of  large  population  :  this  certainly  has  onacciunt* 
been  the  course  with  regard  to  the  appropriation  of  the  JJoS^'"***' 
Royal  Bounty  Fund^  where  the  distribution  has  been 
by  iot^  according  to  the  11th  rule  in  the  2d  Charter; 
but  it  must  be  considered  that  for  many  years  the 
annual  revenue  was  exhausted  in  bringing  up  poor 
livings  to  the  annual  value  of  10L\  and  that  now  after 
a  lapse  of  upwards  of  a  century  it  has  taken  all  the 
annual  revenue  of  the  Royal  Bounty,  besides  benefac- 
tions, assisted  also  in  a  considerable  degree  by  the  Par- 
liamentary grants,  to  raise  all  the  poor  livings  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales  which  have  been  brought  under  their 
consideration,  and  which  have  been  found  fitly  quali* 
fied  to  be  augmented,  to  the  nominal  annual  value  of 
50/.  and  this, indeed,  has  only  very  recently  been  accom- 
plished. So  far  this  appropriation  by  lot  seems  to  be 
more  equitfible  than  any  other  plan ;  for  where  the 
income  of  livings  falls  short  of  a  sufficiency  to  supply 
to  Incu^lbents  the  actual  means  of  subsistence,  it  is 
equally  necessary  to  increase  the  income  of  the  Incum- 
bents of  the  less  as  of  the  more  populous  parishes, 
Put  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  soon  after  the  liberality 
of  Parliament  bad  added  so  largely  to  the  funds  of  the 
Corporation,  the  Governors,  with  the  Royal  sanction, 
applied  these  Parliamentary  grants  to  the  meeting  of 
benefactions,  and  to  the  exclusive  augmentation  of  the 
income  of  the  Incumbents  of  populous  parishes,  leaving 
the  Royal  Bounty  Fund  to  supply,  as  in  former  times, 
the  means  of  gradual  improvement  of  the  income  of 
the  Incumbents  of  the  small  parishes ;  and  with  so 
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much  the  more  effect  and  expedition  as,  by  the  ope- 
ration of  the  Parliamentary  grant  fund,  both  in  meet- 
ing benefactions,  and  in  augmentations  on  account  of 
population,  very  many  livings  were  taken  from  the  list 
of  those  which  would  otherwise  have  remained  to  be 
augmented  out  of  the  Royal  Bounty,

funded  property  and  securities,  and  the  accruing  in- 
come arising  from  First  Fruits  and  Tenths,  and  sur- 
plus dividends,  and  interest,  and  from  other  contingent 
scrurces,  will  be  from  time  to  time  Appropriated  by  the 
Governors  by  lot  or  on  account  of  population,  or  to 
meet  benefactions  according  to  the  rules  established  for 
the  administration  of  the  trusts  reposed  in  them. 
The  Governors  are  ever  anxious  to  make  such  appro- 
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priatiotis^  and  they  only  reserve  from  time  to  time  so 
much  of  their  capital  unappropriated,  as  will  secure  to 
all  livings  the  payment  of  the  monies  granted  to  them, 
when  the  same  shall  be  called  for,  to  be  invested  in 
purchases  or  otherwise.  The  reservation  of  some  part 
of  their  capital  is  obviously  necessary,  because  as  the 
chief  part  thereof  is  invested  in  bank  annuities,  and 
their  augmentations  are  made  of  specific  sums  of 
money,  a  fall  in  the  price  of  bank  annuities  might 
render  the  Governors  unable  to  meet  all  the  demands 
which  might  be  brought  against  them,  unless  they  ex- 
ercised caution  and  discretion  in  reserving  a  sufficient 
portion  of  their  capital  unappropriated  as  a  protecting 
fund. 

The  mode  adopted  by  the  Governors  for  augment- 
ing livings  on  account  of  population,  according  to  their 
regulations  of  the  17th  day  of  June,  1816,  is  as 
follows :

grant  so  many  lots  or  sums  of  200/.,  as^  reckoning 
each  lot  or  sum  to  produce  lo/.  per  annum^  will  raise 
it  to  that  amount. 

If  the  Governors  find,  by  the  answers  to  the  queries, 
the  yearly  value  to  be  less  at  the  time  of  making  them 
than  that  certified  by  the  new  returns,  they  neverthe- 
less adopt  the  value  in  the  new  returns ;  but  if  they  find 
the  yearly  value  to  be  greater  by  the  answers  to  the 
queries  than  that  certified  in  the  new  returns,  they 
adopt  such  greater  value,  in  the  same  manner  as  has 
been  before  noticed  in  treating  on  augmentations  by 
means  of  the  Royal  Bounty  Fund.

The  two  officers  named  in  the  first  charter,  are  a 
Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer. 
Seeretary.  The  Secretary  is  directed  by  the  said  charter,  '^  to 
act  and  perform  all  such  matters  and  things  for  and 
on  the  behalf  of  the  said  Corporation,  as  shall  be  found 
requisite  and  necessary  to  be  executed  and  performed 
by  him  in  such  office.**  The  Secretary  appointed  by 
the  said  charter  was  John  Chamberlain,  Esq.    The 
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present  Secretary,  (appointed  in  1823,)  is  Christopher 
Hodgson,  Esq.  who  resides  in  the  house  belonging  to 
the  Governors,  (wherein  they  hold  their  meetings)  in 
Great  Dean's  Yard,  Westminster,  and  has  his  office 
there ;  and  the  official  business  requiring  it,  he  is  as- 
sisted by  Mr.  Thomas  Qlanfield,  senior  clerk,  and  Mr. 
John  Holford,  junior  clerk« 

The  Treasurer  appointed  by  the  said  charter  wm  TMnutr. 
Edward  Tennison,  senior,  gentleman..    The  present 
Treasurer,  (appointed  in  1807,)  is  John  Paterson,  Esq. 
whose  office  is  at  No.  68»Otd  Broad-street,  in  the  City* 

By  the  first  charter,  the  appointment  of  the  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  whenever  a  vacancy  might  happen, 
was  given  to  the  Governors;  but  by  the  second  charter, 
the  appointment  of  those  officers  was  reserved  to  the  Appointed 
Crown  ;  and  the  several  persons  who  have  since  filled,  crown  by 
and  those  who  now  hold  the  two  offices,  have  (upon  p^^enu 
the  recommendation  of  the  Governors,)  been  appointed 
by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal,  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Crown.    Soon  after  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Corporation,  by  reason  of  the  purchases  of  counseL 
lands  and  tythes  made  by  the  Governors  to  augment 
small  livings,  and  on  account  of  the  various  legal  mat- 
ters consequent  upon  the  increasing  business  of  the 
board,  a  Counsel  learned  in  the  law,  and  a  Solicitor, 
were  appointed  by  the  Governors  to  assist  them  ;  the  Solicitor, 
present  Counsel  is  William  Courtenay,  Esq.  and  John 
Dyneley,  Esq.  of  Gray*s-Inn,  is  the  Solicitor.

Attention  to  the  following  account  of  the 
separate  duties  of  these  officers^  will  save  trouble  to  all 
parties  concerned. 

When  information  is  wanted  by  the  Incumbent  of 
an  augmented  living  as  to  the  money  remaining  ap- 
propriated to  it, — to  the  interest  thereof, — to  instal- 
ments and  interest  due  on  mortgages  under  Gilbert's 
Acts,^-**to  the  remittance  of  benefaction  money,  after 
a  living  shall  be  approved*  by  the  Governors  as  quali- 
fied to  be  augmented  by  benefaction, — or  as  to  the 
payment  and  receipt  of  money  by  the  Governors  ge- 
nerally, application  should  be  made  to  the  Treasurer, 

And  as  to  the  completion  of  purchases  and  ex- 
changes of  land,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Governors, — loans  of  money  under  Gil- 
bert's Acts  for  building,  rebuilding,  &c.  of  glebe  houses, 
—the  preparation  of  stipend  deeds  and  others,— *and  on 
all  law  business  connected  with  the  Bounty  Board; 
application  should  be  made  to  the  Solicitor^  to  whom 
abstracts  of  title  are  to  be  sent,  but  not  till  after  In- 
cumbents shall  have  been  duly  informed  that  the  pur- 
chases, exchanges,  or  other  transactions  to  which  they 
relate,  have  been  approved  by  the  Governors.

*  WHEREAS  at  a  Parliament  holden  in  the  six  and  twentieth  2B  H.  8.  c. 
year  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  the  first  fruits*  reve-  ^' 
nues,  and  profits  for  one  year,  upon  every  nomination  or  appcnnt- 
ment  to  any  dignity,  benefice,  office,  or  promotion  spiritual,  within 
this  realm,  or  elsewhere  within  the  said  King*s  dominions,  and  also 
a  perpetual  yearly  rent  or  pension,  amounting  to  the  value  of  the 
tenth  part  of  all  the  revenues  and  profits  belonging  to  any  dignity, 
benefice,  or  promotion  spiritual  whatsoever,  within  any  diocese  of

also  for  and  concerning  the  distributing,  paying  and  disposing  of 
the  same,  and  all  other  gifts  and  benevolences  that  should  or  might 
be  given  or  bequeathed  to  the  said  Corporation  for  the  charitabJe 
ends  in  the  said  Letters  Patent  mentioned,  for  the  augmentation  of 
the  maintenance  of  the  poor  Clergy  aforesaid }  and  such  rules,  me- 
thods, orders,  directions  and  constitutions,  as  should  be  so  propo- 
sed and  should  be  approved,  altered  or  amended  by  her  said  late 
Majesty,her  heirs  or  successors,  and  such  as  should  be  made  by  her  said 
Majesty,  her  heirs  and  successors,  and  so  signified  and  declared  by 
her,  her  heirs,  or  successors,  under  her  or  their  Great  Seal,  her  said 
late  Majesty  thereby  willed  should  be  the  rules,  methods,  directions, 
orders  and  constitutions,  by  which  the  Governors  of  the  Bounty  of 
Queen  Anne,  for  the  augmentation  of  the  maintenance  of  the  poor 
Cleigy  and  their  successors,  should  receive,  manage,  govern,  apply

THE  SECOND  CHARTER. 

Sealed  with  the  Great  Seal  of  England, 
bth  March f  12  Anns* 

ANNE,  by  the  grace  of  God,  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ire- 
MlTMarcb  ^^^^  Queen,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c.  to  all  to  whom  these  presents 
1713-14.  shall  come,  greeting.  Whereas,  in  and  by  our  Letters  Patents  un- 
der our  Great  Seal  of  England,  bearing  date  the  third  day  of  No- 
vember in  the  third  year  of  our  reign,  We  did  incorporate  the 
Crovernors  of  the  "  Bounty  of  Queen  Anne  for  the  Augmentation 
of  the  Maintenance  of  the  poor  Clergy  :*'  And  for  the  better  effecting 
our  will  and  pleasure  in  the  said  Letters  Patents  declared.  We  did 
thereby,  for  us,  -our  heirs  and  successors,  authorise  and  command 
the  Governors  of  the  said  Corporation  thereby  constituted,  at  their 
first  or  some  other  subsequent  meeting  or  meetings,  or  so  many 
of  them  as  should  then  meet  and  be  present  (of  whom  any  of  the 
Privy  Council  of  us,  our  heirs  or  successors,  for  the  time  being, 
and  any  one  of  the  Bishops  of  England  for  the  time  being,  and  any

Original  Work  in   1826.

humbly  represented  unto  us,  that  our  most  Gracious  Predecessor,  ig  repealed 
the  late  King  George  the  Third,  by  a  Rule,  under  the  Royal  Sign  ^^  J^^ 
Manual,  bearing  date  the  12th  day  of  September,  1809,  upon  a  1820. 
representation  by  the  said  Grovernors,  stating,  that  in  pursuance  of 
His  said  late  Majesty's  most  gracious  Message  to  both  Houses 
of  Parliament,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  pounds  had  been 
then  lately  granted  in  aid  of  the  fund  already  vested  in  the 
said  Governors,  by  our  Royal  Predecessor,  Queen  Anne,  for  the 
augmentation  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Poor  Clergy,  to  be  applied 
in  the  increase  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Poor  Clergy,  according  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  by  which  the  funds  of  this  corporation 
are  governed;  and  stating  that,  with  a  view  to  promote  the 
residence  of  the  Clergy  on  their  Benefices,  the  said  Grovernors  had 
agreed  upon  and  prepared  the  following  rule,  which,  together 
with  a  certain  other  rule  or  regulation,  approved,  confirmed,  and 
established  by  the  said  Royal  Sign  Manual  (not  hereby  proposed

shall  accumulate  into  principal  for  the  benefit  of  the 
'^  Living ;  and  that  neither  the  principal  or  intere^  be 
invested  in  land  or  other  hereditaments  (except  in 
"  providing  a  bouse  and  offices  within  the  parish,  suitable 
for  the  residence  of  the  minister)  until  an  Incumbent, 
not  possessed  of  another  Living  of  the  value  of  one 
*^  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  per  annum,  shall  honk  fide 
'*  reside  upon,  or  perform  the  duties  of  the  said  aug- 
'^  mented  Living  in  person  ;** — Did  signify  His  Royal  ap- 
probation of  the  said  Rule,  and  did  then  approve  and  establish  the 
same  accordingly,  and  did  thereby  direct,  that  the  same  should  be 
added  to  the  other  Rules  formerly  givea  and  established  by  Her 
said  late  Majesty  Queen  Anne,  by  Her  Royal  letters  patent 
That  doubts  have  been  entertained,  whether  in  strict  legal  construc- 
tion the  Rule  herein  before  set  forth  does  not  impose  inconvenient 
restrictions  upon  the  Governors,  and  more  particularly  by  restraining 
them  from  allowing  interest  on  augmentations  to  Incumbents  of 
Livings  augmented  out  of  the  said  Grants,  who  may  be  prevented 
from  residing  thereon  or  performing  the  duties  thereof  by  ill  health, 
or  infirmity  of  mind  or  body,  or  by  some  other  unavoidable  cause, 
or  pressing  emergency  of  a  temporary  nature,  to  be  allowed  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  by  writing  under  his  hand,  and  from  allowing 
such  interest  to  Clergymen  performing  the  duties  of  Livings  so 
augmented  during  the  vacancy  thereof,  and  to  Curates  performing 
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tho  duties  of  livings  so  augmented  during  the  absence  of  the 
Incumbents  thereof  in  certain  cases. 

That  in  order  to  remedy  such  inconvenience,  the  Governors  are 
desirous  that  the  Rule  hereinbefore  set  forth  at  large,  and  comprised 
in  the  said  Royal  Sign  Manual,  may  be  made  void,  and  they  have 
agreed  upon  and  prepared  the  following  Rule  in  the  place  thereof, 
and  humbly  propose  that  the  same  may  be  approved,  confirmed, 
and  established  by  us  under  our  Rpyal  Sign  Manual,  if  we  in  our 
Royal  wisdom  should  think  fit,  viz. : — 

**  That  no  interest  on  augmentations  to  Livings  out  In  case  of

**  mented  during  the  vacancy  thereof ;  and  also,  that  it 
**  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Governors,  at  their  discretion, 
"  to  allow  such  interest,  or  a  sufficient  part  thereof,  to  tlie 
"  Curates  of  Livings  so  augmented^  during  the  absence  of 
'*  the  Incumbents  thereof,  in    cases  where  it   shall  be 
**  certified  to  the  Governors  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
''  that  the  stipends  to  such  Curates  cannot  be  paid    by

altered,  and  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  made  £250.  per  annum. 

That  since  such  alteration  of  the  said  Rule,  the  business  within 
the  department  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Corporation  has  very  much 
increased,  in  consequence  of  a  great  number  of  Poor  Livings  having 
been  augmented,  not  only  by  the  Royal  Bounty  and  the  contribu- 
tions of  pious  individuals,  but  also  by  the  means  of  the  fund 
raised  by  Parliamentary  Grants,  eleven  in  number,  of  ;£1 00,000.

That  the  said  Governors  have  fropi  time  to  time,  out  of  the  said 
Parliamentary  Grants  Fund,  appropriated  sums  of  money  for  the 
augmentation  of  certain  small  Livings  which  were  found  by  them 
to  be  fitly  qualified  to  be  so  augmented ;  and  in  many  cases  Bene- 
factions by  Corporations  and  individuals  have  been  given  jointly 
with  Augmentations  by  the  said  Governors,  and  appropriated  for 
the  improvement  of  such  Livings. 

That  by  Letters  Patent,  bearing  date  the  5th  day  of  March,  in 
the  I2th  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  said  late  Majesty  Queen  Anne, 
certain  rules  were  established  for  carrying  on  the  trusts  reposed  in 
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the  said  Goyemors. — The  first  and  second  of  which  rules  are  as 
follows  :— 

1st. — ^<  That  the  augmentations  to  be  made  by  the  said 
**  Corporation,  shall  be  by  the  way  of  purchase,  and  not 
"  by  the  way  of  pension." 

2Qd.— ''  That  the  stated  sum  to  be  allowed  to  each 
**  Cure  which  shall  be  augmented,  be  £200,  to  be  invested 
**  in  a  purchase  at  the  expence  x>f  the  Corporation/' 


That  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  43  Greo.  3,  cap.  107,  the  Gover- 
nors are  enabled  to  apply  money  appropriated  by  thfem  to  the 
augmentation  of  any  Living,  or  any  part  thereof  in  or  towards  the 
building,  rebuilding,  or  purchasing  a  house,  and  any  other  proper 
erections,  within  the  parish,  convenient  and  suitable  for  the  resi- 
dence of  the  Minister  thereof.

That  in  many  cases  the  whole  dr  ifart  of  the  sums  which  have 
been  approplated  by  the  Grovemors  out  of  the  said  Parliamentary 
Grants  Ftind,  to  Livings,  have  been,  by  virtue  of  the  two  rules 
before-mentioned,  laid  out  in  die  purchases  of  houses,  lands, 
tythes,  and  hereditaments,  which  have  been  conveyed  to  the  In- 
cumbents of  such  Livings  respectively,  and  their  successors,  at 
the  expence  of  the  Corporation,  who,  thereupon,  (whether  resident, 
or  non-resident  on  such  Livings)  entered  into  and  received  and 
continue  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof:  and  in  many 
other  cases  the  Governors  have,  by  virtue  of  the  said  Act  of  Par- 
liament, 43  Geo,  3,  applied  the  whole,  ov  part  of  the  sums  appro- 
priated to  Livings,  in  or  towards  the  huilding,  rebuilding,  or 
purchasing  houses,  and  other  proper  erections,  for  the  residence  of 
the  respective  Ministers  of  such  Livings. 

Thkt  interest  is  at  present  allowed  by  the  Governors  to  the 
re8{)ective  Incumbents  of  Livings  augmented  out  of  the  Parliamen- 
tary Grants  Fund  on  the  amount  of  the  Sum  appropriated  to  each 
Living,  and  which  has  not  bieen  hiid  out  and  applied  in  a  purchase, 
nor  for  building  purposes,  at  the  rate  of  4/.  per  centum  per  annum, 
except  as  tb  certain  Livings  augmented  out  of  a  small  part  of  the 
said  Parliamentary  Grants  Fund,  to  the  respective  Incumbents 
whereof  iiiter^t  at  the  rate  of  2L  p^r  Getitum  pe^  linnum  is  allowed, 
subject  to  the  rule  next  hereinafter  set  forth : 
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That  on  the  11th  day  of  May,  1827,  we  were  pleased,  under 
our  Royal  S^  Manual,  to  repeal,  determine^  and  make  void  one  of 
two  rules,  under  the  Royal  Sign  Manual  of  his  late  Majesty  King- 
Geo.  3rd,  bearing  date  the  12th  day  of  September,  1809>  and  to 
approve  of  the  rule  hereinafter  set  forth  to  be  substituted  for  the 
same — that  is  to  say, 

That  no  interest  on  augmentations  to  Livings  out  of 
the  Parliamentary  Grants  Fund,  by  lot  or  benefaction,

That  on  taking  an  account  of  the  Parliamentary  Grants  Fund 
by  the  said  Governors,  on  the  18th  of  March  1829,  it  appears, 
that  the  amount  of  the  sums  remaining  appropriated  to  Livings  out 
of  that  Fund,  including  interest  on  some  parts  thereof,  which  had 
not  been  claimed  by  the  Incumbents  of  certain  Livings,  was  one 
million  eighty  thousand,  six  hundred  and  twenty-two  pounds,  eleven 
shillings  and  five  pence  sterling,  and  that  the  Capital  of  the 
Governors  answerable  for  that  sum,  when  called  for,  to  be  invested 
in  purchases,  and  in  building  or  purchasing  residence  houses,  con- 
sisted of  nine  hundred  and  five  thousand  and  ninety  pounds  six  shil- 
lings and  five  pence,  Three  per  Gent.  Consolidated  Bank  Annuities ; 
four  hundred  and  thirty-four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine  pounds  eleven  shillings  and  five  pence,  Reduced  Three  per 
Cent  Bank  Annuities,  and  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  two  thousand 
five  hundred  and  fifty-three  pounds  eighteen  shillings   and  one 
penny  Cash. 

That  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty  in  making  advantageous 
purchases  of  lands  or  tythes  with  the  Monies  appropriated  out  of 
the  said  Fund  to  the  augmentation  of  small  Livings,  and  the  incon- 
venience and  responsibility  to  which  the  Governors  are  subjected, 
in  consequence  of  the  sums  so  appropriated  by  them  being  in 
Money,  and  therefore  of  fixed  and  certam  value,  and  their  capital 
being  in  Bank  Annuities,  and  therefore  of  fluctuating  and  uncer- 
tain value ;  and  as  it  does  not  appear  to  the  Governors  that  the  imme- 
diate investment  of  appropriated  monies  in  the  purchase  of  lands 
or  tythes  is  a  matter  of  paramount  importance,  the  Governors  are 
desirous  that  the  obligation  on  them  to  make  such  purchases  may 
be  removed,  so  far  as  that  they  may  neither  be  bound  to  make  nor 
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lestricted  from  making  such  purchaaes;  and  that  they  may  be 
enabLed  to  make  a  specific  application,  in  respect  of  each  Living  to 
which  there  is  any  money  remaining  appropriated,  of  so  much 
Three  per  cent.

That,  in  order  to  accomplish  the  several  objects  before-men- 
tioned, the  Governors  consider  it  will  be  necessary  that  the  rule 
under  our  Sign  Manual,  dated  the  1 1th  day  of  May  1827,  and 
which  rule  is  hereinbefore  set  forth,  may  be  made  void,  and  that 
the  first  and  second  rules  contained  in  the  said  Letters  Patent, 
dated  the  5th  of  March,  12th  Queen  Anne,  and  which  rules  are 
hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  all  other  rules  which,  by  the  said  Letters 
Patent  or  by  any  instrument  under  the  Royal  Sign  Manual  of  a 
date  subsequent  to  the  said  Letters  Patent,  have  been  granted  to 
the  said  Governors,  may  be  altered,  varied  and  modified  according 
and  to  be  subject  to  the  several  rules  hereinafter  set  forth,  which
